"get rid of mo as chairman of the 
investigating committee next fall by 
defeating any Republican up for 
eleeUon." 

He denounced Truman as an ex- 
ponent of "Tnimanlsm," which he 
defined as "the placing ef your 
political party above tho interest 
of the country, regardless of how 
much tho country Is damaged 
thereby." 

He also criticized the Elsenhower 
administration for not getting rid 
of all alleged communists in the 
government and for not cutting off 
foreign' s4d"to -nations which- con- 
duct business with communist 
China.

In recent months the air force 
alone baa been faced with security 
decisions Involving about 100 offi- 
cers. All have arisen from deroga- 
tory information supplied to security 
officers, mostly from within the air

In most of tho coses the officers 
Involved have chosen to accept dis- 
charge under honorable conditions. 
Other coses are still pending. 

The other military services are 
known to have had similar security 
problems. The Radulovlch case Is 
one of the very few that has come 
to. public attention.

Two events gays the plan Its final ahove. 
One was the most recent Russian note on the 
subject. While that message did not specifi- 
cally decline the western Invitation, neither 
did It accept, Soviet alienee was Interpreted 
id western capitals as pretty conclusive evi- 
dence of disinterest. 

The second happening was Prime Minister 
Churchill's recognition of the present nope 
lcssncss of the conference situation: Since 
Jt was he who first broached the Idea force- 
fully on May 11, his acknowledgment at par- 
liament's opening that It was now probably 
unwise was a decisive turn. 

When Stalin died on March 6, observers 
at the Soviet union felt his successors would 
.thereafter be preoccupied for long months, 
perhaps years, with consolidating their power 
internally. In consequence, some diplomats 
believed Russia might be In a mood to accept 
a breathing spell internatlonalJy, 

It was In that spirit of curiosity about 
Russia's world- intensions that Sir Winston 
proposed a four-power parley, Western lead- 
ers narrowed the possible' agenda to Germany 
and Austria to keep the conference within 
reasonable bounds and provide a test of Rus- 
: slnn sincerity, 

! . The "United States 'never had enthusiasm 

! for the plan, believing the Russians should 

I evidence sincerity by major acts of concur 
■ atlon before anyone ought to alt with them 
at the conference table. Reluctantly, our gov* 

| emment agreed to a four-power meeting at 
. the foreign-ministers' level, Churchill wanted 

I the heads of state to meet. 

■ But In the subsequent months Russia has 
rebuffed every Invitation, no matter how 

' phrased. It Is plain today, to all but the most 

} stubborn neutralists In France and Britain, 
that the Soviet union does not want a confer- 

i ence and has no present Intention of ne- 
gotiating seriously issues like German unity 
and an Austrian peace treaty. 

The guess that the Kremlin might bo 
minded to ease substantially some major 
points of tension with the west appears to be 
Ill-founded. The Russians seem more set 
upon holding the west at arm's length while 
they consolidate power and appease restive 

' domestic, populations at home and in the 

— Eutellitw. 




In fact, recent Soviet statements in Moscow 
and in the U. N. sound more and more like 
tho old, tough Stalin policy. We cannot know 
yet why this Is so. But we do realize that it 
holds no great hopo for the west. 

Our diplomats still are keeping the door 
open. But they do not seriously believe that 
any Russian is likely soon tq walk through it.
